Bolivia -over the Argentine award, 


, which was favorable to Peru is really 


a blind on the part ot the politicians 
there to bring about an armed con- 
flict with Peru nominally to secure a 
more satisfactory adjustment ot the 
boundaries of the disputed tract, but 
actually aimed at territorial conquest 


War Might Give Her Seacoast. 


Bolivia has no sea coast. A success- 


ful war with Peru might give her an 
outlet to the sea by demanding as an 
indemnity Moque Gua province, the 
southernmost In Peru, and adjoining 
the Chilian frontier. 


In that province is the harbor of Ilo, 


' at the mouth of the river of that 


name. The harbor is said to be an ex- 
cellent one and its acquisition by 
Bolivia would be of great advantage 
to her. 


Much depends upon the attitude to 


be assumed by the Bolivian congress 
which opened its sessions 
Saturday. 


If Argentina's award is accepted that 
should prevent further trouble, but if 
on the contrary Bolivia refuses to 
abide by that decision and proceeds to 
occupy .the disputed territory serious 
•trouble is ahead. • 


Chili May Support Bolivia. 


Chili's 
probable 
attitude In 
the 


event of hostilities between ' Bolivia 
ajid Peru is also being discussed with 
much animation. Her financiers have 
been spending considerable money in 
the work of railroad construction in 
iBpJlvia-' ancUtihe ••: popular.', -.symjjathles 
are believed to be with that country. 
Her unfriendliness to 'Peru dates back 
to the war o£ a quarter century ago. 
With Chili's assistance' Bolivia .would

WILL BUTTER 


Battleships to Have "Live 


Game" for Target Prac- 


tice at Sea. 


Old Point Comfort, Va_, Aug. 9.— 


When the giant battleships of the 
North Atlantic fleet, now lying in 
Hampton Roads, near,by, steam out 
for their deep sea drills, thirty miles 
off the Virginia Capes, they will take 
two little torpe'do boats, probably to 
be shot to pieces. 


Theae tiny, crafts, the Nicholson and 


the O'Brien, among the oldest in' the 
navy, are to serve as' targets toward 
which the massive guns of the battle- 
ships are to hurl their tons of pro- 
jectiles. 


Four of the ships, the Wisconsin, 


the Kansas, the Georgia and the Mis- 
sissippi, lift their anchors this after- 
noon and proceed to the drill grounds. 


With these four out of the Roads, 


preparations for the drill will bo com- 
pleted on the other vessels, the coaling 
and the taking on of water already be- 
ing in progress. 


This probably will consume three or 


four days and it may be the first of 
next week before all the ships will 
have forsaken the gaieties which have 
marked their presence in these waters 
and proceed to sea. 


The torpedo boats will be carried to 


the drill grounds on mammoth barges 
from which they will be launched. A 
piece of canvas stretched between two 
towering masts erected recently on the 
torpedo boats at the Norfolk navy yard 
will be the bulls eye for the gunners 
on the battleships. 


Every precaution has been taken to 


keep the targets afloat even after pro- 
jectiles have hit them.

Went to-Cemetery on an Er- 


rand of Love to Meet 


a Foul Death.

Marks of a Struggle.

gle in the. Schumaker family's plot 
in the cemetery, where the flowers 
placed on the father's grave hy the 
girl were still 'fresh. The spade with 
which the murderers covered up the 
body of the victim, was found near- 
by..

'the girl was attacked by. tramps or 
thieves, the vicinity of the cemetery, 
.•where the body 'was found, being a 
favorite resort for vagabonds.

Early Search Fruitless.

orated. 


Members of the family and friends 


again visited the cemetery yesterday 
but no trace of the missing girl was 
found.

She Wrote Some Sizzlers. 


The reading showed that Mrs. Sut- 


ton Identified a .number of letters as 
having been written by her. The first

Plot to Wreck Trains 


and Bridges. 


Philadelphia. Pa.. Aug. 6.—In the ar- 


rest of Abram C. Eby. said to be the 
mayor and a prominent attorney of 
Burkeville. Ya., in this city yesterday 
the United States postal 
inspectors 


announced that they had unearthed a 
plot to,extort $45,00(1 from the Penn- 
sylvania railroad by threats to blow 
up railroad bridges and other prop- 
erty. 


While the sanity 
of Eby. who Is 


charged with writing letters to Presi- 
dent McCrea ot the Pennsylvania, In 
which a. demand for $45,000 was made, 
Is questioned. Chief Cortelyou. of the 
local postal Inspector's office, expressed 
the opinion that had-not the man been 
taken into custody he probably would 
have tried to carry out his threat to 
cause widespread destruction on the 
lines of the railroad. 


Eby Held in $10,000 Bonds. 


The accused man was held in $10,- 


000 bonds by United States Commis- 
sioner Craig at the postofflce building, 
to await the action of the grand jury 
for the September term. Later he was 
taken to Moyamenslng prison. An ex- 
amination into his mental 
condition 


probably will be made next week. 


Eby's demeanor at the hearing be- 


fore 
Commissioner Craig appeared 


that of a rational man, and when he 
heard the amount of bail In which ho 
was held he jumped to his feet and 
said: 


"Bail will be forthcoming as soon as 


my friends hear of my predicament." 


The letters written by Eby disclose 


one of the most remarkable cases that 
have come before the federal authori- 
ties. The man, according to his own 
writings, had planned a systematic se- 
ries of dynamite attacks. 


Eby's scheme was so daring that it 


was decided to entrap him. He made 
use of his alleged secret society con- 
nections in the negotiations and ex- 
acted what he asserted were Masonic 
oaths to make the payment of the 
money binding upon the railroad offi- 
cials. 


At his own suggestion he was for- 


warded money and transportation to 
come to this city, and 
> the arrest was 


made shortly after noon, when he had 
been led to believe that the money 
would be paid over. 


First "Declaration of War." 


The first "declaration of war" was 


served upon the railroad In a letter re- 
ceived on July 11. In part the com- 
munication was as follows: 


President ot the Pennsylvania ' 


Railroad: This is a declaration of 
war. My life is openly staked on 
the result, for I am prepared to 
meet you at any time and place 
you may name. My weapons are 
dynamite and other high explo- 
sives. 
The Norfolk and Western 


railroad Is controlled by you and It 
is unprotected. I easily can set 
mines at lonely embankments to be 
fired by the running of fast ex- 
presses over it. 


I easily can conceal a few sticks 


of dynamite on coal cars at lonely 
sidings. There is no danger In at- 
taching bombs to freight or pas- 
senger cars or coal hoppers, so 
that when they are run out on the 
main line the fastenings will wear 
off and the bombs will drop and 
ditch the trains. 


I can wreck others In a, more sci- 


entific manner. I mean business. 
I have no accomplices, but am rny 
own confidant. When you look for 
me in Pennsylvania I will be in 
Virginia. 
You cannot catch me. 


The papers will give details of'the 
wrecks and 
my 
campaign 
will 


reach others. 


All anarchists will 
follow 
tho 


lead, as was done when the Black 
Hand society sprang into existence 
following the publication of a fako 
news story. 


I am ready to disclose my secret 


if you pay me $45,000 and pledge 
that I will go free. If you break 
the pledge you can only get me for 
blackmail. I.will take my punish- 


• ment and do worse when I get free. 


The writer added that the modern

get bis money .that way. 


Temper is Quelled by a 


Woman's Courage. 


Muncie. 
Ind.. Aug. 6.—Woman's 


courage on the firing line in all proba- 
bility prevented a tragedy from being 
quadrupled yesterday when Dr. Nelson 
Ross shot to death Daniel Linder, an 
interurban conductor, and tried to kill 
his three companions. 


The young physician, following an- 


gry words with the four men over the 
payment of fare, was about to be put 
oft the car when he drew a revolver 
and began to shoot. He fired half a 
dozen bullets, two of which hit Linder. 
one in the heart and the other In the 
thigh. Llnder's death was Instantane- 
ous. 
The other shots went wild, al- 


though one went between the legs of 
one of the quartet attacked. 


Ross' sudden outbreak paralyzed the 


score or more of men passengers upon 
the car and as shot followed shot they 
could do nothing but'stare in horror, 
helpless, and glued to their seats. Four 
women, seated midway In 
the car, 


however, at the first crack of the pistol 
rushed forward. Though too late to 
save the conductor, who lay dying on 
the floor of the car as they reached his 
side without thought of 
their own 


danger, they surrounded the maddened 
doctor. 
With cries for 
mercy, they 


brought him to himself just as he was 
about to add one. and probably others 
to the list of .victims of his Insane im- 
pulse.

Obeys Women Like a Child. 


The tragedy happened on a Muncie 


and Portland traction cur five miles 
from Muncie late In the afternoon. The 
row began when Ross was asked to 
pay the excess fare of 10 cents re- 
quired of passengers without tickets. 


When Ross had shot Linder and had 


tried to shoot the other mer., he ap- 
proached closer to them and had his 
gun pressed against Lindsay's heart. 
By this time the women had reached 
the maddened man and begged him not 
to shoot. 


Like a child the physician ' obeyed 


the women's pleadings and then went 
to the' other end of the 
car 
again, 


where he addressed the passengers In 
an impassioned speech, saying he had 
acted in self-defense. Then he leaped 
from the car and disappeared in the 
woods without interference from the 
frightened passengers. 


Smokes as He Tells Story. 


Two hours later Ross arrived at the 


police station here, having walked to 
Muncie to surrender. By this time he 
had recovered his composure, and to 
newspaper men complained chiefly of 
fatigue due to his long walk. He sat 
coolly smoking a cigar while saying 
that while he was sorry for Llnder's 
death, he had to kill him to save his 
own 
life. 
His 
face 
bore several 


scratches, which passengers on the car 
said were not there immediately after 
the struggle. 


Ross, although a member of a prom- 


inent family and 
well 
known as a 


physician, has been in frequent tro>uble 
because of his belligerent proclivities. 
Although but 38, he lias been married 
three times and divorced. Not long 
ago he clashed with a street vender 
selling medicines, and later had a fight 
with a street car motorman because 
the latter is alleged to have insulted a 
woman who was being treated by Ross. 


Bail Is Refused Slayer. 


The slayer 
offered 
bail. in any 


amount, but it was refused, and he is 
in jail. His father, Dr. J. C. Ross, is a 
prominent prohibition leader, and his 
brother, Ralph C. Tloss, recently was 
defeated for state' senator by a small 
majority. 


Linder was married and the father 


of two children. His body was brought 
to this city. The traction employes 
who so narrowly escaped his fate re- 
fused to reveal the 
identity 
of the 


woman who saved their lives.

sumed his testimony atthe opening of 
today's session at the investigation 'of 
the death of Lieut.

Henry E. Davis, counsel for Mrs. 


Sutton, Lieut. Button's mother, cross 
examined the witness. Major Leonard, 
the judge advocate, arose 'to make a 
statement "In justice to himself be- 
fore Mr. Utley began to testify. 


"I want to go on record that under 


tha law and regulations I had to In- 
struct Lieut. Utley of his rights as a 
defendant that he did not.have to an- 
swer questions which might tend to 
incriminate him," said Major Leonard.

J. O'Hara Cosgrave. editor of Every- 


body's, in n letter written to Denver 
tells how the corporation Interests of 
Denver have gone to extraordinary, 
lengths In attempting to "kill" the 
story. Lawyers ana detectives, ad- 


mittedly in the employ of the Den- 
ver corporations, have notified 
the 


publishers oi Everybody's that they 
have evidence of actions' by Lindsey 
which will besmirch the character of 
the juvenile judge and the name of 
the magazine if' it prints his story. 
. Cosgrave says it is impossible that 
any of these representatives ot the 
corporations knew what the story con- 
tained, yet they were willing to go 
any length to suppress it. 
He de- 


clares that it is the biggest exposure 
published since Lawson's story of "the 
system." 


Lindsey's story deals almost ex- 


clusively with Denver and constitutes 
an exposure of graft said to rival that 
of San Francisco. It .goes back many 
years and points out the odorous po- 
litical matters which have at times 
brought the state and Its courts Into 
disrepute- 
throughout 
the 
United 


States. It can be stated on the high- 
est authority that there Is evidence in 
black and white to show in what man- 
ner judges of various courts 
have 


been corrupted -nnd the amounts of 
the checks which were given 
the 


judges for the performance of speci- 
fic services. 


Harvey O'HIggins declared that var- 


ious attempts had been made to buy 
him off since the corporation learned 
for what reason he was in Denver. 
The efforts of these interests to pre- 
vent the' publication of the story ex- 
tended to Lincoln Steftens. who de- 
clared that the charges which th?y 
threatened to make against Judge 
Lindsey were false. 


There has been talk of District At- 


torney Heney, of San Francisco com- 
ing to Denver to prosecute the "graft 
ring."

Wiley, chief chemist of the agricultural 
department and guardian of the pure 
food laws, has 
started 
a crusade 


against 
embalmed 
cucumbers anc 


gherkins inoculated with alum. He as- 
serts that withered and half-spoiled 
cucumbers are given generous hypo- 
dermics of alum, and under its magic 
Influence the once soft, soggy and gen- 
erally disreputable .pickle 
of com- 


merce is plumped out, rejuvenated and 
becomes, so pleasing to the eye that 
few persons can resist its alluring at- 
tractiveness. 


Although the board of food and drug 


inspection has had the question of the 
use of alum ns a preservative under 
consideration for several weeks, no de- 
cision has yet been given. 


"Undertakers" Assailed. 


Meanwhile Dr. Wiley is working as- 


siduously against the embalmed pickle 
and the alleged unscrupulous "under- 
takers." Alum, he says, is one of the 
lesser known preservatives. Its use be- 
ing more circumscribed than 'that of 
benzoate of soda, borax, formaldehyde 
and other chemicals on which manu- 
facturers wax fat. while the consumers 
grow lean. 


"What benzoate of soda is to the de- 


caying t.omato and borax to embalmed 
beef, alum is to the limp and lifeless 
cucumber." says Dr. Wiley. "The pub- 
lic docs not appreciate tlie woes and 
misery concealed beneath the verdant 
jacket of the Innocent-looking pickl?."

Others Aid Wiley. 


Among them is Dr. H. A. 'Hare, o£ 


Philadelphia, a distinguished author 
and lecturer on therapeutics, who says 
that alum has Its uses, but among 
them is not the bolstering of forlorn 
cucumbers that they may become suc- 
culent pickles. 


"I have had 
evidence presented to 


me," said Dr. Hare, at a hearing before 
the 'board, "to show that pickles fre- 
quently 
contain quanities" of alum 


sufficient to carry into the body in one 
cucumber as much as from one to five 
grains of alum, and I would consider 
every such dose to be deleterious, even 
if not repeated." 


When asked by Dr. Wiley what 'he 


considered the minimum dose that 
could be administered without injury, 
Dr. Hare said that single doses of less 
than a grain might not be injurious, 
but added that no one could feed him 
such doses. As he was not appearing 
as an expert against alum. Dr. Hare's 
testimony made a deep impression.

blacks, in office holding negroes, and 
the white people of the north, who are 
eternally putting the devil into the 
heads of Afro-Americans. 


"The western states would be better 


off in a separate state of their own. 
It will come some day. 


"The southern states' would be far 


better off in a state of their own. It 
will come some day. With just such 
laws as Aldrich, and Lodge, and Gal- 
linger, and Hale—all of New England 
—are forcing through congress, tho 
union will be split into four grand 
divisions, and this hemisphere will be 
all the happier for it."

state reformatory at Anamoso. on 'or- 
ders from Governor Carroll. His sen- 
tence was suspended because of his old 
age. 
Convicted of embezzling trust 


funds in Davenport five years ago, he 
had served seven of the eleven years 
of his time in'prison. 


Once Highly Respected. 


Six years ago Samuel Frances Smith 


•was one of the'most highly respectet 
citizens of Iowa. A former mayor o! 
Davenport, a brilliant lawyer, a bank- 
er, a pillar in 'church work, he had 
many friends and no known enemies. 


Son and namesake of the man whose 


pen phrased the words 'of America's 
national hymn, he was an honored 
member, of .the Sons of the American 
Revolution. Sprung: from proud 'New 
England stock, Mr. Smith and his wife 
•were among the most prominent per- 
sons 
of Davenport. ' Their palatial 


home was the scene of many social 
events. 
\

•They had 'one child, an Invalid 
daughter, 'on whom they lavished 
wealth. 
Suddenly whispers began to 


spread, followed 
by open 
charges. 


Smith 'was placed under arrest. ' Ex- 
amination of his books showed that he 
was a defaulter to the extent of $100,- 
000'of trust funds Intrusted'to him. 


Admitted His Guilt. 


He admitted his guilt and asked for 


a speedy trial. He did not 'ask for 
mercy. Mrs. Smith, to appease credit- 
ors, sold her mansion in Davenport 


Smith had contributed largely to 


church, charity and 'campaign funds 
and was praised everywhere as a lib- 
era!, open-handed and ideal citizen. 


Until 'the crash came none knew 


that it was the money of widows and 
orphans he 'was giving away. 
Even 


the church .and cemetery funds in his 
care suffered by his defalcations.

'Mexican Rebels' Hands. 


El Paso, Aug. 9.—First reports from 


tho Mexican revolution at San Carlos, 
Chihuahua, that foreigners were not 
molested, were Untrue accordjng to the 
story of John Nunn, an American min- 
ing engineer, who reached the Chisos 
mine In Texas yesterday. A dispatch 
from Marathon states that Nunn ar- 
j'lved emaciated and almost 
starved,
